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A General Recapitulation of the moft memorable Events of 
tae Year 1727. 


SM HE Year 1726 having left us in Uncer- 
g tainty with refpeét to Peace or War, it was 
expeéted that the Year now expired would 
have decided the Matter. Yet as if fuch 
yf % Decifion was ftill farther off, this Year alfo 
is elapfed almoft entirely in Irrefolutions,which leave us 
in Sufpence betwixt Hope and Fear. All the Powers have 
; equally declar’d that they were for Peace, and at the 
© fame Time prepared for War, But thofe who were the 
>  mott hearty for.a Peace, have demonftrated it by their 
Aétions. They propos’d Preliminary Articles for a Con- 
grefs, in which all the Differences were to be accom- 
modated. Others fign’d thofe Articles and ratify’d them. 
Only one of them, after having fign’d them, refus’d 
to ratify them, and ftarted Difficulties which retarded 
the Opening of the Congrefs. At length, through the 
Sollicitation of thofe Powers which are heartily difpos’d 
for Peace, thut Power which thew’d fuch a Reluétance 
to it, has juft confented to an Accommodation ; and thefe 
are the Gradations by which the Hopes of Peace are 
fix’d, at a Time when we —_ {carce expeét it.

That which gave the greateft Apprehenfion of War, 
was, the Pretenfions of Spain upon Gibraltar and Port 
Mxhon, in which Demand that Crown had interefted 
the Courts of Vienna and. Rufia. All the Weight of the 
Hanover Alliance was not a fufficient Counterpoize to 
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2' _ The Hiftorical Regifter N° XLIX 
divert this Demand, which was fignify’d by that Court 
to England, ina Letter the Marquefs de Pozzobueno, the 
Spanifh Embaffador at London, ‘wrete on the 1ft of Fanua- 
ry to the Duke of Newcajtle, his Britannick Majefty’s 
Secretary of State. This Letter threaten’d to repel by 
Fércé the Holtilities?which it pretended England had 
cdminitted againtt Spain; and protefted againttany Overs 
ture of an Accommodation. The greateft Part of the 
Winter was {pent in Preparations, of which we.knew not 
what was the Intent, ’till on a fudden it was difcover'd 
by the Siege of Gibraltar, undertaken im Form upon the 
22d of February. As there had been no previous Decla- 
ration of War,, the Commander of the Place was very 
mich furpriz’d; and he wrote a Letter the fame Day 
to the Count de las Torres, who commanded the Troops 
at the Siege: to acquaint him, That this Proceeding 
was, in his Opinion,. contrary to the Treaties. The 
Spanifh General feem’d to allow it, when he return’d An- 
fwetr by Way of Excufe for himfelf, That what wasdone 
o"that Time, was done upon their own Land, ‘and that if 
thére was a Defign to‘befiege the Place, the Attacks mft not 
have been formed at fo great a Diflance. But as if he -re- 
ented Of having diffembled, he foon put his real De- 
ph in Execution, and the Effetts follow’d clofe after 
the Menaces contain’d in the above-mention’d Letter. 
TWideed, as he had open’d the Trenches fo far off, he 
made no great Advance during the four Months which 
the Siege continu’d ; but, however, it was a Siege, and 
that was Reafon enough for apprehending a more ex- 
tenfive War. The great Armaments which that Crown 
thade by Sea, was another Reafon for expefting a War. 
‘AN'the Talk was-of the vaft Number of the Spani/h 
‘Ships, infomuch, that it was a Doubt, whether Spait 
ould find Seathen enough to manthem ; and every Day 
‘the: Spaniards took.Prizes from the Engli/h in the Weft- 
Tidies. 
. Spain was almoft quite difpirited by the wafting of its 
“Forces before Gidralfar. But one Thing revived its 
Courage, #hd that was the fafe Arrival of its Flotilla, 
notwithftanding the Vigilance of the Eng’i/; Admiral, 
“This Fleet brought confidvrable Sums of Méney to Spain, 
" which being the-Siftiews of War, Who was there did not 
“expest¢o fee it blaze outevery where with Fury ? Out 
*-of this Monev a Payment was ‘tMade of Part of the Sub- 
‘ “fidies promifed to the Emperor by-the Treaty of Vienya. 
~'Out of this Money, -Spain might alfo have purchafed 
1 Sailors,

Ssilgrs, which it wanted, to equip its Ships: ~The Im’ 
perial Embaffador digtated all Refolutions at that Court; 
which was govern’d by his Councils alone. Who woul¢ 
not have expetted a General Conflagration? “ We ‘hav¢

The Honour of Great Britain, concérn’d in the De- 
fence of Gibraltar, and the Trade of the Nation, was 
another juft Caufe to apprehend a War.’ ?Twas its 
Care to maintain the Balance of Europe, which was in 
Danger, of being fubverted by the yatt Projects of the 
Emperor and the King of Spain. The Speech which the 
late King made thereupon to his Parliament, "fhews to 
what Extremity Things were come : | Either, fiys he, 
we muft refalve to fupmit tamnely to the pofitive and unfuft 
Demand made by the King of Spain, that ‘wie fhould reftite 
Gibraltar to him, and confent peaceably to the Emperor's 
Enjoyment of an extenfive Commerce, anhich he hai ufurfed § 
or elfe awe muft resolve to put ourfelves in a Condition to ac 
ourfelves Fuftice, and to defend our indifputable Rights 
There was another more dangerous Defign, which was 
engugh to excite the Indignation of every Engli/h Pro- 
teftant. OF this the King faid he had received Advices 
on which he could depend, and it was one of the fecret 
Articles of the Engagements contraéted between the two 
Courts : A Defign form’d again’ fome Northern Crowns, 
from whence a Way would have been paved for the t's 
vafion.of Great Britain, if its Fleet had not arriv’d in 
thofe Seas early enough to prevent the Execution of it. 
From thence arofe that unanimous Reéfolution’ ef the 
Hanover Allies, to guard in Time againft the commoh 
Danger: To that was owing the. Acceilions of Sweden 
and Denmark to the faid Alliance, and the extriordi- 
nary Augmentation of the. Forces of the Republick” of 
Holland. 7 — 

Tis true, that all. thefe Defigns, were difavow’d by 
M. Palm, the Ejnperor’s Refident ‘at London : But this 
fame Difavowal was a new Offence.to the Briti/h Court, 
by the very Terms in which thit Miniftet’s Merhorial 
was: compriz’d. J forbear to recite them, as “well'as 
thofe of - another .Memgrial which ‘came from Brnffels,. 
becaufe I would, ‘ngét have thofe Wounds bleed ‘a-freth, 
which Lime,may haye healed.” °Tis enough to fa y, that 
Endeavours were therein ufed to throw the Rlame of 
the. dangeroys Projests.formed. by that Power, alone, yp- 
an others : Bute very: Body ine through it.” The BYi. 
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tifh Nation being fure that their King could not be guilty 
of an Untruth, devoted itfelf to concur in the moft ef- 
fe&tual Manner with his good Intentions. The Em- 
baffador of Spain was already retired, after having fent 
his Letter to the Duke of Newcajtle. The Imperial 
Minifter was obliged alfo to depart the Kingdom, 
and every Thing feemed to have a Tendency to an 
open Rupture between that Court, and the Court of 
Vienna.

There was hardly Room to doubt of it, at the frft 
Appearance of a Commitforial Decree from the Empe- 
ror, wherein the Conduét of Great Britain and France 
was conftrued in a Manner fo extraordinary, and in 
Terms fo unfuitable, that perhaps there never was an 
Inflance of fuch Treatment among Sovereign Princes : 
Neither did thofe Expreffions come up to thofe of the 
Imperial Decree from the Marthal of the Court, or- 
dering the Britifh Minifters to quit the Hereditary Do- 
minions and the Empire, there we read but let us 
draw a Veil over thofe Writings, which are more likely 
to retard, than to forward a general Pacification. The 
Emperor’s great Armaments, his repeated Orders to aug- 
ment his Troops, his Efforts with all the Princes and 
States of the Empire to draw them over to his Party, his 
fecret Negotiations at the Court of Prujfia, his redoubled 
Friendfhip and Union with Spain ; all this, added to the 
Order which he fent to the Briti/fh Minifters immediately 
to depart the Territories of the Imperial Dominions, 
gave juft Reafon to fear a bei and a bloody one. 








France had alfo, the preceding Year, confiderably aug- 
mented her Troops. Convinc’d of the common Danger, 
the put herfelf into a Condition to prevent it. She faw 
that Spain, not being able to Jay afide its Refentment a- 
gainft her, was joyn’d to another Power, whofe Interefts 
aJways feem'‘d to clafh with hers: She forefaw the Confe- 
quences of a Union fo unnatural. The vaft Projeéts re- 
fulting from thence made them very perceptible. Be- 
ing equally concern’d with the Maritime Powers to lay 
the Storm which threaten’d them, fhe re-eftablifh’d her 
Naval Force, re-affembled her Troops, and form’d En- 
campments foy the Exercife of her Militia: The Secu- 
rity of her Allies became her own. Mean Time, as the 
Hanover Alliance was only Deféentive, as it did not ex- 
_ chide France from a Mediation which tended to the Ae- 
: commodation 
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commodation of all the Differences, and.as it is always 


| very proper fur a Mediator to be arm’d, in order to at- 
| tra& the more Refpeét, the Moft Chriftian King under= 


took that moft glorious Office, and from that very Time: 
there was a great Glimmering of Hopes, that the gene- 
ral. Tranquillity would be eftablifh’d. 

The Minifter, whofe wife Counfels have fo juftly me- 
rited his Mafter’s Confidence, dire&ted this great Affair. 
In Concert with thofe of Great Britain and Holland, he 
drew up a Project of Accommodation, which was fent 
to the Emperor and the King of Spain. This Scheme 


 confifted of Eight Articles, which were to ferve as Pre- 
_ liminaries for a General Congrefs, The Emperor did 
_ not think fit to reject it. He thereto oppofed a Coun- 


ter-Projest, formed of fo many Articles, which he fent 
in his Turn to the Allies of Hanover. Thefe not think- 
ing fit to fubfcribe to it, formed their laft Refolution, 
in which they declared, They could not make any Al- 
teration. It confifted partly of the Eight former Arti- 
cles, and partly of the Counter-Proje&t fent from the 
Court of Vienna. The Emperor not caring to be the 
only Power to thwart a Negotiation, which he had feem- 
ed to defire, accepted of thofe Twelve Articles, only 
adding fome few Explanations in the Margin; and they 
were firft of all figned at Paris, the 31ft of May at 
Night, by the Miniflers of the Hanover Alliance, and af- 
terwards at Vienna by the Minifters of the Emperor and 
of the King of Spain. 


One of thofe Articles imported, That the Oftend Trade 
and Navigation, having given Umbrage to fome neighbour- 
ing Pownrs, his Imperial Majefty confented to fufpend the 
Privilege thereof for Seven Years. By another Article it 
was declared, That all Hoftilities, if any had been commit- 
ted, fhould ceafe. immediately after the figning of thofe Pre- 
liminaries ;\ and on the Part of Spain, eight Days after his 
Catholick Maxfty had received them. The Emperor exee 
cuted the firft of thefe Articles bona fide, and ratify’d 
the Preliminaries within the Term agreed on. Aix Ja 
Chapelle was appointed for the Place of Congrefs, which 
was afterwards transferr’d to Gambray for the Convent- 
ence of the Minifter of France, whofe Prefence is fo ne- 
ceffary at that Court. The King of Spain alfo executed 
in Part what concern’d him; he gave Orders for fuf- 
pending the Attacks of Gidraltar, and for putting a Stop 
ta all Hoftilities againft the Englih elfewhere. This 
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was an honourable Way of abandoning a Siege which

much Execution among the Engli/h,. for it coft them in 
the whole but 373 Men. ‘Fhe Sufpenfion of Arms was. 


figned thereiore on the 234 of June. But whenthe Siege | 


was on the Point of being entirely raifed,, and the Pre- 
Jiminaries to be ratify’d in Form, Spain flarted more 
Difliculties,.and urged new Pretenfions. When the Re- 
flitution of the South-Sea Company’s Ship, taken at Vera 
Crux even before Spain was in War with the Engli/h, was 
demanded, Spain refufed to confent to it, and the Hoiti- 
lities began again between the Ships of the two Nations. 
This was ftifling the Hopes of an approaching Peace_in 
Embryo ; for Spain was fo bigotted te its own Councils, 
that it would neither hearken to thofe of the Imperial 
Embaffador, who had new Inftru&tions, nor to thofe of 
the Dutch Minifter, who did all that lay in their Power 
to bring that Crown to a right Underitanding. Its Re- 
fentment againit France hinder’d that Crown from em- 
ploying its good Offices for that End: By this Means 
the Negotiation was embuarraffed, and Eurote again 
plunged inthe Apprehenfion of an unavoidable War.

During this, dy’d that Great KING,’ to whofe In. 
fluence the then happy Profpett of a Peace was owing. 
He fet out for Hanover to enjoy the Fruit of his Labours 
in Peace, or to undertake frefh Toils for the Good of 
the common Caufe, when Death fnatch’d him from his 
good Intentions, and from the Prayers of all Europe. 


ft wason the 22d.0f June, (N.S.) that GEORGE TI, — 


King of Great Britain, Duke of Brunfwick; Lunenbury, 
Ele&tor end Arch-Treafurer of the Empire, departed 
this Life, at that very Crifis, when the World expeéted 
the greateft Things from him. His Death was preceded 
on-the-17th of May by that of Catharine, Emprefsof all 
Ruffia, whofe Defigns, till prevented by England, had 
no'lefs excited the Attention of alJ Eurape in another 
Senfe. Various were the Apprehenfions founded on the 
Demife of thefe two Monarchs. -But.that which fol- 
Jowéd upon the Death of the firft was of no Jeng Dura- 
tion. It made Room upon the Throne of Great Britain 
for anew King, in whom were.revived, with all his 
Father’s Virtues, his happy Difpotitions for the Prefer- 
vation of the publick Tranquillity. -How joyful was 
Fuzland to fee GEORGE Wi.. the Delight of his Peo- 
ple, give the flrongeft Affurances-in his:firft smoft gra 
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cious Decliration fron’ the Throne, Tat the Happine/> 
© of his Subjetts fhould be his oum, and the Preferwation of 
“their Rights and Privileges, his chief Glory! How mutt it 
Brejoyce the Hanover Allies, to hear it declared by this 
© Prince, That as the Alliances into which the King his Father

But though the Death of GEORGE 1. made no Al 
\teration in Englund, yet-a great one enfued in Aujjia 
' by the Death of the Emprefs Catharthe. With her were 
- bury’d thofe Projetts which endanger’d the Peace of the 
North. The young &mperor, Heir to the Virtues, as 
> well as Name'of Petér the Great, was no ‘fooner wpon the 
. Throne, than the new Minittry form’d other Maxime 
‘and Views. The Pfirice, who wus at the Head of Af 
- fairs, having nothing at Heart but the Advancement of 
 himfelf and his Family, facrific’d every Thing to this 
» Defign. As, long as Catharine liv’d,. ‘he ‘had Regard to 
- her Views, in Favour-of ‘another Prince, whom the‘late 
) Emperor had ally’d to his Fimily. As foon as -the wis 
) Dead, ‘the Jealoufy tre had of this Prince broke owt: 
He managed it ‘fo that he fet him againft the Duke, 
and oblig’d Him to retite to ‘his Hereditary Dofminions. 
+ Then finding no Eneiny ‘in the Field, his Ambition was

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attually procur’d the fame Refpeét to his Daughter as 
to an Emprefs; but how vain are the Projeéts of Men; 
when they are not founded on Integrity and Equity ! 
Menzikof, who from an obfcure Birth was advanc’d to 
the higheft Rank, who maintain’d himfelf in that lofty 
Station, fo long as he did not make an ill Ufe of his 
Power, fell ona fudden, from the Pinnacle of Honour, 
as foon as he forgot his Duty to his Sovereign: His Dif- 
grace foon follow’d the Departure of the Duke of Hol- 
Stein Gottorp, and, according to all Appearance, the 
Duke’s Return to Petersburg will foon follow his Ruin. 
The Death of the Count de Rabutin, who was the Em- 
peror’s Embaffador at Peterséurg, falling out during 
this, made the Court of Vienna apprehenfive of fome 
Change there to its Prejudice ; but that Cloud was foon 
difpers’'d. The new Czar gave the Emperor Affurances, 
that he would perfift in the former Engagements ; and. 
the new Embaffador, whom the Court of Vienna is fend- 
ing to Ruffia, has nothing to do but to tie the Knots of 
Alliance fafter. This is what the King of Spain alfo 
Propos’dfto himfelf,by fending the Duke of Liria thither. 
He thought, that if he could get the Czar to ratify the 
Acceffion of Ruffia to the Treaty of Vienna, he thould 
thereby be the better enabled to fupport his new Preten- 
fions. But France, who had prevailed on the Emperor to 
give his Confent to a Peace, was deftin’d to engage Spain 
alfo in the fame Sentiment, when once a Reconciliation 
fhould be effected between ree Powers. 
VII. 

As one Marriage broke off had fet thofe two Courts at 
Variance, fo the Fruits of another Match proved an Oc- 
cafion of their Reconciliation. The Queen of Spain ha- 
ving been brought to Bed of a Prince on the 25th of 
Fu'y, the King of France, without Delay, congratulated 
the King his Uncle upon it ia the moft obliging Terms, 
and atthe fame Time fent the Order of the Holy Ghoit 
to the new-born Prince. King Philip, who is naturally 
of agood Temper, finding himfelf prevented in fo hand- 
fome a Manner by the King his Nephew, could not hold 





out longer againft thofe tender Marks of his Affeftion: — 


He read his Letter ina full Court, and declar’d, that 
they were reconcil’d. Immediately it was interpreted 
asa good Omen for the Accommodation of Affairs in ge- 
meral. Some indeed were inclined to doubt of it, and 
thought that this Reconciliation would detach France 
‘from the Hanover:Alliance ;. But this difcover’d a wrong 
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Judgment of a Nation, which values itfelf for Princi- 
ples of Generofity, and grofly miftaking the Charaéter of 
a young Monarch, who places his Honour in the Dif- 
charge of his Promifes. The repeated Affurances he 
gave from Time to Time, removed this injurious Suf- 
picion; and when it was known, that he was fending 
the Count de Rothembuurz to Madrid, with formal In- 
ftruStions to reconcile the King of Spain to Peace, it was 
no longer doubted but their Reconciliation would be a 
fure Means to render the Negotiation effectual. 

The Joy of the two Courts at this renewing of their 
Friendfhip, was very much heightened by the Birth of 
two Princeffés, of whom the Queen of France was deli- 
ver'din the Month of Auguff. They were, in effect, 
Princeffes of Peace, confidering the Circumftance of their 
Birth at that Jun&ture, when two Kings of the fame Fa- 
mily were juit reconciled, and the Peace of Europe was 
fo near in Profpe&. This happy Fertility of the Queen 
was likewile a fure Pledge of the future Birth of a Dau- 

hin, Nothing more was wanting to make the Satis- 
faStion of the Court entite and compleat, than to fee the 
Prince return thither, who was the Author of this hap- 
py Marriage. The Joy was quickly accomplifh’d. The 
King of Spain reftored him to his Friendfhip, and 
Lewis XV. who had as much Affection for M. Je Duc as 
ever he had, was overjoy’d to fee him fill up that Va- 
cancy at Court, which his Abfence had leftthere. The 
Cardinal Minifter was defirous to thare the Joy of the 
King and the Duke at their firft Interview. When he 
was fatisfy'd on this Head, he did not rett till he had 
promoted the Succefs of the Negotiation which he puth- 
ed on fo ftrenuoufly at the Court of Madrid. His Pains 
took EffeS&t. An extraordinary Courier is arrived, with 
Affurance, that the King of Spuin has agreed to ratify 
the Preliminaries; and now we may venture to hope for 
a General Pacification, when nothing feems wanting to 
it but the Form of a Congrefs: 
IX. 

Was there but the fame Hopes uf pacifying the Trou- 
bles which have fo long difturbed the Church of France, 
how happy would it be for that Kingdom!

Happy, for ever happy, are thofe Countries whcre 
the Confciences of the People, not being reftrained by 
Authority, they own no Rule of their Faith, but the é 
unalterable Rule of the Gofpel. There Peace reigns, d 
and with it Plenty, becaufe all People’s Minds being ; 
quiet and eafy, contribute to the Good of the Commu- | 
nity. A peaceable Government exercifes no Authority I 
there, but as far as is neceflary for the Maintenance of E 
good Order ; and Subjeéts devoted to their Sovereign, are 
there always ready to facrifice themfelves for the Pro- : 
teétors of their Liberty. May allthe Scourges of Hea- J 
ven be for ever abfent from thofe happy Countries! i 
May the Difeafes which have made them defolate fora 
Time, give Way to a more wholefome Air, which, by : 
reviving their languifhing Spirits, may enablethemto 4 
make their Commerce flourifh! We do not exclude from f 
thefe Prayers, People fubjeft to a more abfolute Domi- 
nion: May he that holdeth the Hearts of Kings in : 
his Hands, turn them in Favour of our oppreffed Bre- 1 
thren, in whatfoever Countries they are!

Thomas Marlay, Efq; to be his Majefty’s Attorney-Ge- 
neral 3 and Robert ‘Focelyn, Efq; to be his Majefty’s Sol- 
licitor-General in that Kingdom. 

A new Grant from his Majefty to the Right Hon. 
Hugh Lord Vifcount Falmouth, and the Hon. Richard 
Edgecombe, Efq; of the Office or Place, Offices or Places 
of Vice-Treafurer and Receiver-General of all his Ma- 
jefty’s Revenues, Profits, and Cafualties whatfoever, as 
alfo of the Office or Place of Treafurer at War in the 
Kingdom of Ireland. 

His Majefty was alfo gracioufly pleafed, by his Royal 
Letters in the ufual Manner, directed to his Chief Go- 
vernors of Ireland, to ordera new Commiffion to be paf= 
fed under the Great Seal of that Kingdum, by and with 
the Advice of the Right Honourable his Majefty’s Privy 
Council there, conftituting and appointing his Excel- 
lency William Conolly, Efq; (one of his Majetty’s Juftices 
General, and General Governors of that Kingdom) Tho- 
mas Wylde, William Harrifon, Edward Thompfon, and Ro- 
bert-Sawyer Herbert, Efqrs. Commiffioners for his Ma- 
jefty’s Revenues of Excife in that Kingdom, and his Ex. 
cellency the faid William Conolly, Efq; the faid Thomas 
Wylde and William Harrifon, Thomas Frankland, and the 
faid Edward Thompfon, Anthony Lowther, and the faid 
Robert-Sawyer Herbert, Efqrs. to be his Majefty’s Chief 
Commiffioners and Governors in and throughout that 
Kingdom, of and for all and every other his Majeity’s 
Revenues, Profits and Incomes whatfoever, due or to 
gtow due, owing, payable, or in Arrear unto his Ma- 
jeftv, within that Kingdom. — 

His Majefty was likewife gracioufly pleafed by his 
Royal Letters, under his Privy Signet, and Royal Sign 
Manual. direfted to his Chief Governors of Ireland, to 
order a Grant to be paffed under his Great Seal of Ire 
land, from his Majefty, his Heirs and Succeffors, to the 
Right Honourable the Lord Ma 7 and the Sheriff Com 
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mons and Citizens of his Majefty’s City of Dublin, that 
all thofe Aldermen who have ferved in the Office of 
Mayor of the faid City, or who have been excufed from 
fuch Service, in the Mayoralty, by paying a Fine to 
the faid City during their Continuance in the faid Ofice 
of Aldermen, and their Succeffurs, fhall be Juttices of 
the Peace in his Majefty’s faid City, Suburbs, Gc. with 
the like Power and Authority, as granted by the Char- 
ter of King Carles I. 

All which Grants paffed the Seals accardingl y. 

On Sunday the 19th of November, his Excellency Sohe 
Lord Carteret, Lord-Lieutenant of Ireland, arrived at 
Dublin, with a new Commiffion from his prefent Ma- 
jefty, to take upon him the Government of that King- 
dom. His Excellency was met on theRiver by a great 
Number of Boats, received on Shore with loud Acclama; 
tions from the Multitude, and follow’d in like Manner 
to the Council Chamber in the Caftle, where he was 
fworn, andreceived the Sword in the ufual Manner, a 
great Number of the Nobility and Gentry being prefent, 
who expreffed the moft dutiful Refpett and Thankful- 
nefs to his Majefty, and the greateit Satisfattion upon 
his Exceilency’s Return to the Government of that 
Kingdom. The Evening conciuded with the utmoft De- 
monttrations of Joy among all Sorts of People, upon 
this happy Occafion. 

The fame Evening were read in Council his Majefty’s 
Roya! Letters to difflolve the Privy Council} of the King- 
dom of Ireland, and to appoint a new one, confifting of 
the fame Members as the Jaft, with the Addition of Sa- 
muel Molyncux, Richard Edgecombe, and Henry Maxwel, 
Efqrs. 





PROCEEDINGS of the Parliament of Ireland, fum- 
moned to meet at Dublin, in the firft Year of the Reign 
of Kirg GEORGE It. 


N Tuefday the 28th of November, the Parliament 

of Ireland having met according to Appointment, 

his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant went in State to the 
Houfe of Peers, and being feated on the Throne, with 
the ufual Ceremony, his Excellency fent for the Com- 
mons, and directed them to chufe a Speaker ; and they 
having unanimoufly ele&ted the Right Honourable Wil- 
‘am Conally, Efq; into.that Office, he was by them pre- 
Sented te, and was approved by his Excellency. On this 
Occafion 
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Occafion Mr. Speaker made the following Speech to the 
Lord Lieutenant. 





OUR Excellency having been pleafed to spprove 
Y the Choice of the Commons, I think it my Duty 
to lay hold of this Occafion toaffure your Excelleucy 
of the Loyalty, Affeétion, and Duty of his Maiefty’s 
Subjefts of this Kingdom to his Royal Perfon and Go- 
vernment, of which they have given the fulleft Proof 
by the Ele&tion they have now made of their Reprefen- 
tativesto ferve in Parliament; Gentlemen diflinguilh’d 
in their refpective Countries, by their Zeal for the Pro- 
teftant Succeffion in the moft illuftrious Houfe of Ha- 
nover ; their firm Adherence to our prefent happy Efla- 
blifhment in Church and State, and their true Love for 
their Country. 

Thefe are all Prefages of a happy Parliament; and 
when we confider his Majefty’s Goodnefs and many 
Royal Favours to this Kingdom, particularly that of con- 
tinuing your Excellency in the Government of it: We 
have juft Grounds to hope this Seffion will produce all 
thofe good Confequences, which ufually attend the De- 
liberations of a dutiful and grateful People, when con- 
duéted by equal, juft, and able Governors. 

But that which ftill adds to this Profpeét of a happy 
Seflion, is, that we do not depend merely upon Hopes ; 
the Experience we have had during the whole Courfe 
of your Government, of your eminent Zeal for his Ma- 
jefty’s Service, and the Support of the Rights and Li- 
berties of the Subje& ; of your Juftice, Vigilance, and 
great Abilities in every Part of your Adminiftration, 
and your particular Regard for the Profperity of this 
Kingdom, fhewn in your generous Endeavours not only 
to preferve but to improve and advance it, becomes a 
Certainty to us, that we mutt Be wanting to ourfelves, 
if we are difappointed in thefe Expeftations. 

Thus, under the Influence of your Excellency, it is 
with the greateft Pieafure and Affurance I difcharge the 
firft Part of my Truft, by demanding, in the Name, and 
on the Behalf of the Commons, an entire Confervation 
of all their Privileges. 

That they may have Freedom of Speech in their 
Debates, and not be molefted in their Perfons, Goods, 
or Attendants. 

That the Miftakes I fhall commit may meet with a 
favourable Conftruftion and gracious Pardon. .

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And that, when the publick Good thall require it, I 
may, by Dire&tion of the Houfe, have free Accefs to 
your Excellency’s moft noble Perfon. 





Afterwards his Excellency made the following Speech 
to beth Houfes : 


My Lords and Gentlemen, ; 

IS Majefty has been gracioufly pleafed to call you 

together, as foon after the Deceafe of his Royal 
Father, our late moft gracious Sovereign, of Glorious 
Memory, as the necefflary Affairs of his Government 
would permit. 

The Death of fo Good and Great a King muft, no 
doubt, in a very fenfible Manner have affected the Sub- 
jeéts of this Kingdom, who, during the whole Courfe 
of his Reign, fo remarkably exerted themfelves in the 
Support of his Government, and the Succeflion in his 
Royal Houfe. 

But that great Lofs has been repair’d by his Majefty’s 
peaceable Acceflion to the Throne of his Royal An- 
eeftors, by which all the Bleflings of the late Reign have 
not only been continued to us, but fecured in their ut- 
moft Extent. 

The Regard his Majefty has fhewn to the Religion, 
Laws and Liberties of his People, and the Affurances 
the has been pleafed to give, That the Prefervation of 
the Conftitution in Church and State, as it is now hap- 
pily eftablifhed, flall be his firft, and always his chief 
Care, muft make the deepeft Impreffion upon us, as 
they are known to proceed from the Sincerity of his 
Royal Heart, and from his Knowledge and Leave of our 
Conftitution. 

Thefe gracious Inftances of his Majefty’s Concern for 
the Happinefs of his People, and the good Opinion he 
has always had of the Loyalty and Affection of his Sub- 
jeéts of Ireland, will, Iam perfuaded, engage you with 
the greateft Zeal and Unanimity to fupport his Go- 
vernment. 

Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commons, 

T have ordered the proper Officers to lay before yor 7 
the feveral Accounts and Eftimates, and have nothing in 
Command from his Majefty to ask, but the neceflary 
Supplies for the Support of the Eftablifhment, and for . 
the Defence and Sccurity of this Kingdom: And his 
Majefty doubts not, but you will give as great Tefti- af 
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monies of Duty and Affeétion to him, as have been given 
to any of his Royal Predeceffors. 

The Necelffity of the publick Service having required 
that fome of the Regiments upon this Eftablifhment 
fhould be fent Abroad, his Majefty has determined to 
replace them as foon as the Exigency of his Affairs 
will permit. And I think myfelf obliged to take No- 
tice on this Occafion, that the feafonable Refolution of 
the laft Houfe of Commons, to enable his late Majefty 
to put this Kingdom, and the Forces on this Eftablith- 
ment, into fuch a Condition, as might contribute to dif- 
appoint all Attempts of his Enemies, hath greatly con- 
duced to the Purpofes for which it was intended. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I recommend to you to confider of fuch Laws as may 
te neceflary to be made or continued for the Encourage- 
ment of your Manufaétures, the Employment of the 
Poor, and the general Good of this Country ; and to en- 
force the Execution of thofe that relate to the Security 
of the Publick, and the preventing Popith Priefts and 
Regulars from coming into this Kingdom. 

The Experience I have already had of his Majefty’s 
Subjeéts of Ireland, makes my Return to this Govern- 
ment moft agreeable to me. I doubt not, but the Be- 
haviour of this Parliament will be fuch, as will re- 
commend you, in the moft effe&tual Manner, to his 
Royal Favour; and as I fhall be glad of every Oppor- 
tunity to promote the Welfare of this Kingdom, I {hall 
reprefent, in the ftrongeft Manner, to his Majefty, your 
Duty, Loyalty, and Affeétion to his Sacred Perfon and 
Government.

the Emperor’s Refident at the Court of Great Britain, 
to which we refer the Reader, and will here take No- 
tice how the Emperor refented that Proceejing of the 
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Britifh Court; the News of which was no fooner come 
to the Earsot his Imperial Majefty, than he not only 
‘order’d M. Le Heup, the Britif: Minifter at Ratiston, 
to depart from thence, and M. de St. Saphorin and Mr, 
Caarles Harrifon, the British Minitters at Vienna, out of 
the Empire; but the Baron de Huldcnverg, who refided 
at Vienna in the Quality of Envoy of the Ele&tor of Brun/- 
wick, was alfo order’d to depart. He reprefented, in- 
deed, that M. de Palm’s being fent out of England did 
not concern him, fince he was Envoy of Hanover, and 
not of Great Britain; but his Plea was not admitted, 
and fo he was made to feel the Effects of the Emperor's 
Refentment, as well as the other two Gentlemen. 

We may take Notice, That before M. de St. Saphorin 
went from Vienna, he left behind him a Declaration in 
Writing to this Effeét, viz. ‘ That Proofs were not want- 
* ing to demonttrate all that the King his Matter had faid 
‘ in his Speech to the Parliament to be true: That the 
* fetting upof the Offexd Company was cuntrary to the 
* Peace of Wefiphalia, and the Siege of Gitra/tar a Breach 
© of the Treaty of Utrecht: That the Englifh cannot 
* conceive wherein they have offended the Imperial and 
© Spanifh Courts ; but that Endeavours were ufed to 
* force England to begin a War, from which the Empire 
© could reap no Manner of Advantage, it being well 
* known how ufeful England and Holland have formerly 
* been to the Empire, Gc. 

Notwithftanding the mutual Piques and Animofities 

between the Courts of Vienna and Great Britain, which 
feem to portend an approaching Rupture, the War was 
like to be prevented by a high Mediation. For the 
Duke of Richeliew, the French Embaffador at Vienna, was 
very preffing with the Imperial Court, to take a fpeedy 
Refolution on the U/timate Propofals and Demands of the 
Allies of Hanover, which, in Subftance, were as fol- 
lows, viz. * That all Hoftilities thal! ceafe; That the 
© Offend Company’s Ships in the Eaff-indies thall be al- 
© lowed to return Home, but that their Trade thither 
© fhall be fufpended for Ten Years; That Commerce, 
© as well in Europe, asin both the Indies, fhall be put 
© on the ancient Foot; That all other Rights and Pof- 
© feffions fhall be regulated according to the Treaties of 
© Baden or Raftadt, Utrecht, and the Quadruple Alliance, 
© and that a Truce of Seven Years be agreed on, as one 
© of the Preliminaries of the Congrefs to be held for 
© that Purpofe. ’ 
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The Emperor, inftead of abfolutely rejefling or ac - 
cepting thefe fix Articles, to protraét the Time till he 
could know the King of Spain’s Mind, drew up the 
following twelve Articles in Anfwer to them, viz. 

I, There fhall bea Ceffation of all Hottilities both by 
Sea and Land, amongthe Powersthat fign thefe Articles ; 
and confequently the Siege of Gidraltar thall be fufpended 
from the Day that the Ratification of thefe Preliminary 
Articles are fign’d by the King of Spain; and this Affair, 
in what State foever it may be at the Time of fuch Ra- 
tification, fhall be difcufs’d in the Congrefs. 

II. This Principle being eftablifh’d, the Commerce of 
the Spaniards to the Indies may be carry’d on without 
Difturbance, as formerly. The Galleons may fifely 
return ; and the Englifh Fleet, which may be ftill in the 
American Seas ani before Porto Bello, fhall retire upon the 
firt Orders, which fhall be immediately difpatch’d by 
his Britannick Majcity ; and hereof his Moft Chriftian 
Majefty fhall be Guarantce. The Effetts belonging to pri 
vate Perfons of different Nations, on board the Flotilla 
lately arriv’d from the Havanaa in New Spain, fhall be 
faithfully reftored, as foon as the Galleons, which are 
flill detain’d at Porto-Belio, thill arrive, and the Englifi 
Fleet hive quitted the Seas of America. But if the faid 
Gilleons fhould be caft away in the Voyage, the Refli- 
tution of the Effztis on board the Flotilla fhall not 
thereby be hinder’d. And as for the English, Dutch, av 
French Fleets, which may be upon the Coaft of Spain, or 
the Territorics of his Imperial Majefty, they fhall be 
ordered to retire the very Moment this prefent Ceffa- 
tion of Hoftilitics commences, and not undertake any 
Thing againft them or their Ships, direétly or indi- 
rectly. 

Ill. This general Ceffation of Hoftilities thal) fubfit 
but for fix Months, to reckon from the Day that the 
propofed Congrefs fhall be formed. 

IV. Neither fhall the Congrefs laft above fix Months, 
during which the Powers concerned fhall agree about 
the Abolition, or at Jeait a Sufpenfion of the Oftend 
Compiny’s Charter, for a reafanible Time; as, fur In- 
ftance, for feven Years: And fo long as’'this Congrefs or 
Sufpenfion fhall Jaft, the Gfend Ships that went our be- 
fore the faid Ceffation, a Liftof whofe Namics fhall be 
deliver’d on the Part of his Imperial and Catholick Ma. 
jefty, fhall be permitted to oe freely and in «li 
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Safety from the Indies to Offend. And the Ships that 
mav have been taken, fhall be reftored dona fide. 

V. The Treaties of Peace of Utrecht and Baden, and 
that of the Quadruple Alkiance (ponantur data) fhall be 
refpectively the Bafis of the propofed Negotiation ; and 
as for what regards Commerce, it fhalk be reftored upon 
the Fout of the Treaty of Commerce made at Utrecht 
between Great Britain, Spain, and the States General of 
the United Provinces. And if any frefh Difficulties 
fhould arife about the faid Commerce, they shall be dif- 
cuffed in the faid Congrefs, 

VI. The Congrefs fhall meet without Delay, in two 
Months, to reckon from the Day thefe Articles fhall be 
accepted and figned by the refpeétive Powers. 

VII. The Congrefs fhall be held at Aix-la-Chapelle. 

VIL. The Plenipotentiaries that fhall be nominated, 
fhall have each only two Gentlemen, two Pages, and fix 
Footmen, that they may be there the fooner, and avoid 
all Superiority in Luxury and Expence. 

IX. They thall obferve no Ceremonial, but follow the 
Rules eftablithed in the late Congrefs at Cambray, to avoid 
the Difficulties about Precedence ; with Liberty, never- 
thelefs, to protcft as every one fhall think fit. 

X. The Princes fhall refpettively recommend it to 
their Plenipotentiaries, to avoid all Chicane, that may 
prolong or perplex the Congrefs. 
~ XI. In Cafe any of the refpe&tive Powers fliould com- 
mit Hoflilities during the fix Months, all the other fhall 
joyn to obtain Satisfaction. 

XI. And lafily, It is agreed to invite the Northern 
Powers to fend their Minifters to this Congrefs, ami- 
cably toadjuft the Differences fubfifting between them 
refpetively: And fo long as this Congrefs fhall laft, 
the Emperor engages, on his Part, to fufpend all Adis 
of Hoftility, direétly or indire&tly, both by Sea and 
Land, according to the Terms laid down in thefe pre- 
fent Articles. 

This Counter-Projeét, as fome thought fit to call it, 
not having feem’d fatisfactory to the Allies of Hanover, 

eight new Articles were fent to Vienna and Madrid, by 
Wav of Reply tohis Imperial Majefty’s Twelve, which 
Jaft Eight are, in Subftance, as follows : 

I. The Offend Company’s Charter and Commerce be- 
tween the Netzerlands and the Indies, hall be fufpended 
for feven Years. 
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II. The Privileges of Commerce granted to the En- 
glifh, French and Dutch, as well in the Indies, as in Eu- 
rope, fhall be reftored upon the Foot they were fettled 
by the Treaties concluded before the Year 1725. 

III. The other Rights and Poffeifions fhall remain up- 
on the Foot they were fetrled by the Treaties of Utrecht, 
Baderg and Quadruple Alliance. 

IV. The Northern Pawers fhall be invited to enter 
into the Pacifick Views propofed, and to avoid all Man- 
ner of Hoflilities. And until the Holding of a Con- 
grefs, wherein all the refpestive Differences mav be dif- 
euffed, the Allies of Vienna and of Hanover fhall not any 
Ways contribute to the Difturbance of the Peace in the 
North or in Lower Germany; but engage, on the contrary, 
to a&t in Concert, to put a flop to Hoftilitics, if any 
fhould commence. 

V. Immediately after the Signing of thefe Articles, 
all A&ts of Hoftility fhall entirely ceafe. The Ships 
fent to the Indies by the Oftend Company may return 
with Safety ; and if any fhall happen to have been 
taken, they fhall be reftored. The Galleons thall have 
the fame Liberty ; and the King of Spain thall difpofe 
of their Effe&ts and thofe of the Fiotilla, as has been 
cuftomary in Times of Peace. The Engli/h Squadron 
fhall retire from America, and return to Eurape. The 
French and Dutch Squadrons, which may appear upon 
the Coafts of Spain and the Emperor’s Territories, fhall 
likewife withdraw. The Commerce of the Engli/h in 
America fhall be carry’d on as before. 

VI. The Sufpenfion of Arms fhall continue feven 
Years, to give Time to fettle the Peaceof Europe upon 
folid and lafting Foundations. 

VIE. In Cafe that after the Signing of thefe Prelimi- 
naries, any Hoflilities fhall be committed in Spain or 
the Indies, the contraéting Powers fhall endeavour, in 
Concert, to make good the Damage. 

VIII. As foon as thefe Articles are fign’d, the Con- 
grefs fhall meet at dix la Chapelle, or any other Place 
propofed by the Emperor, as fhall be agreed upon, as 
likewife the Fime it fhall Jatt. 

We were told, that thefe were the laft Offers which 
the Allies of Hanover condefcended to make, for the 
Love and Sake of Peace ; That they allow’d but one 
Month tothe Imperial and Spanifh Courts, to confider of 
them, and either to accept or reject the fame; And if 
they did the latter, that then the Hanoverian Allies 
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would not be amufed any longer with fruitlefs Negoti- 
tions, but weuld immediately take the Field. But, 
however, both Parties thought better of it, and at length 
the following Preliminary Articles were fign’dat Paris: 











The Articles Preliminary to a General ng oa fign'd 
at Paris on Saturday, May #7, 1727, on the Part of 
the Emperor, his Britannick Mayefly, the mJ? Cariffian 
King, and the States General, are as follows : 


i. IS Imperial and Catholick Majefty having no 

other View than to contribute to the Publick 
Tranquillity of Europe, and obferving that the Com- 
merce of Offend has given Birth to Jealoufy and Uneafi- 
nefs, confents that there fhall be a Sufpenfion of the 
Charter of the Offend Company, and of all Trafick be- 
tween the Aujftrian Netherlands and the Indies, during the 
Term of Seven Years. 

II, All Rights or Poffeffions fhall remiin entire ta 
fuch of the contrafting Powers as enjoy’d them by vir- 
tue of the Treaties of Utrecht, Baden, and the Quidru- 
ple Alliance, or the Treaties and Conventions made be- 
fore the Year 1725, which regard neither the Emperor 
nor the States General. But if any Change has been 
made with relation to the fuid Poffellions ; or if, in Con- 
fequence of thofe Conventions, fomewhat has not been, 
executed, the Change that has happen’d, or the Paints 
which have not been executed, fhill be difcuffed and 
decited in the future Congrefs, according to the Tenor 
of the faid Treaties and Conventions. 
~ UI. That confequently, all the Privileges of Com- 
merce, in Europe, Spain, and the Indics, grounded upon 
Treatics, and formerly enjoy’d by the Enzlish and French 
Nation, and by the Subjects of the States General, fhall 
be reftored upon the fame Foot, and fettled in the fame 
Manner they were, particularly by the Treaties pre- 
ceding the Year 1725. 

IV. hat the Powers of the North fhall be invited 
and defired by their refpcttive Allies, not to have re- 
courfe to Hoftilities, but onthe contrary, to embrace. 
ald reafunable Methods of Accommodation ; and that 
until the Opening of the Congrefs. hercafter mention’d, 
wherein all the refpettive Differences fhali be difcuffed, 
the Contratting Powers fhall not contribute to any Ho- 
itility, direétly or indiregly, under any Colour or Pre- 
tence whatever, which may ‘difturb the prefent State of 
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Affiirs in the North; but on the contrary, they {hall 
engage to att in Concert, to put an End to Hoftilities, 
it any fliould be commenced. 

V. That afl Hovtilities whatfoever, if any fhould 
happen, fhall inflantly ceafe after the Signing of the 
preient Articles; and, with refpeét to Spuin, eight Days 
after his Catholick Majefty fhall have received the faid 
Articles fign’d. The Ships which fail’d from Offend 
to the Indies before this Convention, the Names whereof 
fhall be given in a Lift on the Part of his Imperial Ma- 
jefty, mav return freely and fafely from the Indies to 
Oftend ; and if any of thofe Ships be detained or taken, 
they fhall be reftored Jona fide, with their Cargoes. The 
Galleons alfo fhall be permitted to return to Spain un- 
molefted, in firm Confidence that his Cutholick Majeity 
will, with regard to the Effects on board the faid Ga!- 
leons and the Flotilla, deal in the fame Manner as 
ufual in all Times of Liberty: That in Confepuence of 
this, the Engli/; Squadron, commanded by Admiral Ho- 
fitr, fhall depart as Soon as pollible from Porto Bello, 
and all other Ports of America belonging to the King of 
Spain that he fhall even return with his Squadron 
into Europe, that the Subjects of his Catholick Majetty 
inthe Indies may be frce from all farther Apprehen- 
fins and Uneafinefs. The Commerce of the Engli/h in 
America fhall be carry’d on as formerly, according to 
the Treaties. Moreover, the Eng ifh, French and Dutch 
Squadrons, which may appear upon the Coafts of Spain, 
or on thofe of the States of his Imperial Majefty, at the 
Time when this prefent Ceflation of Hottilities com- 
mences, fhall depart thence as foon as poffible, that the 
Inhabitants of thofe Coafts may henceforth be rid of alk 
Difturbance atid Fear. Neither fhall thofe Ships be per- 
mitted to undertake any Thing dircStly or indirectly 
againft the faid Ports. 

VI. That this Ceffation of Hoftilities thal! continue 
as long as the Sufpenfion of the Charter granted to the 
Oftend Company, viz. feven Years, that’ the jarring 
Interefts may be reconciled in that Time, and Peace 
fettled on a more firm Footing. 

VIL That, if after the Signing of thefe Prelimina- 
ties, any Troubles or Hoftilities fhould happen between 
the Subjeéts of the Contra&ting Powers, whether in Bw 
rope or the Indies, under what Pretence foever it may 
be, they. fhall joyn together to get Reparation of the 
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Damage or Prejudice their refpettive Subjcéts have 
fuftained. 

VIII. That if the above Articles are accepted and 
fign’d, a Congrefs fhall be open’d in four Month’s Time, 
reckoning from the Day of Signing, at dix la Chapelle; 
wherein the refpeftive Rights of all the Contracting 
Powers, and thofe invited to it, fhall beexamined, dif- 
cuffed, and fettled. 

IX. The Plenipotentiaries that fhall be named, hall 
have in their Retinue no more than two Gentlemen, 
two Pages, and fix Footmen, that they may be fooner 
ready for their Journey, andto avoid Pomp and Ex- 

nce. 

X. The Plenipotentiaries thall infift on no Ceremo- 
nial, but follow the Regulation fettled at the Congrefs 
of Cambray, to obviate all Difputes relating to Rank; 
however, each fhall have Liberty left to proteft. 

XI. The feveral Powers fhall earneftly recommend 
to their refpettive Plenipotentiarics, to avoid any Thing 
trifling, that may in any wife retard the Congrefs. 

XII. The Ratification of thefe Preliminary Articles 
fhall be exchanged in the Space of two Months, or 
fooner, if poflible, reckoning trom the Day of Signing. 





The Ratification in Form of the above Preliminary 
Articles for a General Pacification, agreed on by the 
Emperor, the Moft Chriftian King, the King of Great 
Britain, and the States General, were mutually ex- 
changed at Paris by the refpettive Minifters of thofe 
feveral Powers. 7 


But fome Difficulties having been ftarted by the. 


Court of Spain, asto the full Execution of the Prelimi- 
nary Articles, particularly with refpeét to Great Bri- 
tain, M. Vander-Meer, the Dutch Embaflador at Madrid, 
and who, at the fame Time, took Care of the Briti/h 
Affairs there, wrote a very remarkable LETTER to 
the Marquefs de Ja Paz, Minifter and Secretary of State 
to the King of Spain, dated uly sth, N.S. 1727, as 
follows : 


SIR, 
INCE you have not fent me the Order fot Poft- 
Horfes, as I demanded of you, I judge that you are 
defirous I fhould (before thie difpatching my Courier) 
anfwer the Letter which you did me the Honour to 
write me, to fignify the Intention of his Catholick Ma- 
, jely, 
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jefty, upon the Memorial which I gave you the ift of 
this Month, in Relation to the.Steps made by his Bri- 
tannick Majeity for the entire Ceffation of Hoftilities, 
provided the fame were: reciprocal from his Catholick 
Majetty ; and to fatisfy you therein, I muft tell you, 
Sir, that after the Conferences which we have had to- 
gether, I hoped that Things might have. been prefently 
fettled in fuch a Manner, that I might confequently 
have been enabled to remit you the Original Orders to 
my Lord Portmore, and Admirals Wager and Hofier ; but 
as I fee that the Difpofitions of his Catholick Majeity 
are very different from the Thoughts of England and 
France, I mutt neceffarily, before I do it;. ftay for new 
Orders ; and I perceive with Sorrow, that Affairs will 
fpin out a long Time, unlefs his Catholick Majefty 
doth contribute to furmount the Difficulties which are 
farted in the firft Execution of the Preliminary Ar- 
ticles, which are, as I conceive, clear enough, not to 
leave any Doubt in Relation to the Difficulties now in 
Queftion. 

I concur with you, that without feeking to give In- 
terpretations, or Extentions to the Preliminaries, they 
are only to ferve in a literal Senfe, to thew in what 
Manner the contra&ting Powers ought to govern them- 
felves 3 and it appears likewife to me, that his Britan- 
nick Majefty doth not in any Thing go from whut 
is flipulated, and that his Majefty’s Orders are en- 
tirely conformable to the End and Intentions of the faid 
Preliminaries. 

The Fifth Article which you cite, and wherein you 
remark, that it is clearly faid, that the Englifh Squa- 
dron, as well on the Spanifh Coaits as in the Indies, shall 
retire, after the Ceffation of Hottilities fhall be begun, 
carries, according to my Judgment, an entire Raifing 
of the Siege of Gibraltar, fince it is not poflible to look 
upon the Hoftilities as ceafed, fo long as an Army is 
encamped before a Place, and that all its Batteries are 
ready to fire: And I demand of yourfelf, Sir, if it be 
Prudence for England to abandon itfelf entirely to the 
Faith of Treaties, in ordering its Ships to retire, which 
are Part of the Security of that Place, when on the Side 
of Spain, they are under Arms, and will not lay them 
down, till after the Execution of the Articles, which 
were agreed amicably ? Let us look on this Occafion 
{though in a Senfe a little different) on the Continent 
of Spain block’d up by an Engli/h Squadron; the Preli- 
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liminaries are no fooner figned, but they retire into their 
Ports, and leave an entire Liberty to the Spanish Sub- 
jects to navigate. Is it nota reciprocal Right, that the 
Spanifh Army, which is -befieging Gisraltar, fhall alfo 
retire as Admiral Wager has done ; wherein he has 
fhewn an Example of the fincere Intentions of the King 
his Mafter ? What paffes now before that Place, cannot 
be Jooked upon as a real Ceflation of Hoftilities, but 
only a Sufpenfion ad interim, which the General Com- 
manding Officers of both Sides have mutually agreed up- 
on, ata Time when he who commanded the Place had 
no Orders from his Court. Therefore, in Regularity, 
his Catholick Majefty ought, at prefent by real Effetis, 
to thew that Hottilities are effe€tually ceafed ; and for 
that End raife the Siege of Gibraltar, that my Lord Port- 
more and Admiral Wager may be able to execute their 
Orders, in fending back to England the Ships and fu- 
perfluous Troops which are in Gibraltar. I am _ per- 
fuaded, Sir, that his Catholick Majefty will exaétly 
keep the Engagements which he has entered into, in 
figning the Preliminaries ; and I am fure of the fame on 
the Part of his Britannick Majefty. But thofe two 
Powers owe one another a mutual Confidence ; if Spain 
will not have any, how can it expeét that England 
fhall ? 

The Reftitution in general of the Ships or Effetts 
taken on either Side, before the Signing of the Preli- 
minaries, fhould not likewife fuffer any Difficulty, fince 
the Claufe inferted in the Fifth Article, inthefe Words, 
is reciprocal, And the Ships which may have been taken, 
fhall be, bona fide, reftored, with their Cargoes, &c. And 
as for what relates to the Ship Prince Frederick, be- 
longing to the South-Sea Company, it is a particular 
Gafe, which will not fuffer any Equivocation, nor the 
Jeaft Retardment ; for it is faid, in the Second and Third 
Articles of the Preliminaries, That all the Pofftffions and 
Privileges, as well in the Indies asin Spain, fhall be put 
upon the fame Foot as they were by the Treaties and Con- 
ventions made before the Year 1725. And by the Affientd 
Treaty for Negroes, it is flipulated, Article XL. That in 
Cafe of a Declaration of War between the two Crowns, the 
South-Sea Company fiall have a Year and half to withdraw 
their Fffetts from India and Spain. The Article is very 
pofitive in all Refpects, and it is irregular (though in 
open War) to ftop or feize any Thing belonging to the 
faid South-Sea Company, which, in the Senfe of the 
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Treaties, fhould have no Concerns with the Hoftilities 
between the Two Powers; therefore it is clear, that 
there fhould not be the leaft Difficulty, for the Re- 
ftitution not only of that Ship, but likewife of all the 
other Effeéts, of what Nature foever, belonging to that 
Company. 

Things being upon this Foot, you fee, Sir, that till 
his Catholick Majefty has acquiefced to what is demand- 
ed of him, I cannot part with his Britannick Majeity’s 
Orders to my Lord Portmore, and to the Admirals Wager 
and Hofier, fince my Inftruégtions are not to do it, till L 
receive the like Orders from his Catholick Majefty : I 
am therefore obliged to communicate to his Britannick 
Majeity and to my Matters, what paffes, that they may 
let me know their farther Intentions. In this Interval 
Icannot anfwer for what the abovefaid Admirals or 
my Lord Portmore may do, fince they muft govern 
themfelves according to the Orders they have before 
received, 

After having fpoken of the Affairs of the Continent 
of Spain, you tell me, that as for what regards the In- 
dies, his Catholick Majefty is ready to give Orders, that 
within the Ferm of three Months, to reckon from the Day of 
the Difpatches, all Hoftilities Jhall ceafe, and that they re- 
ftore tothe Englith the Prizes taken from them fince the 
Day the Preliminaries were figned 5 his Catholick Majefty 
not finding. it fitting, nor defigning ta do the like, for what 
have been‘taken before, becaufe you fay, Sir, that there is 
nothing of it (Ripulated in the Preliminaries, and that like- 
wife his Catholick Majefty doth: exclude the Reftitution of 
the Ship. Prince Frederick, asa Thing to be difcufjed at 
the future Congre/s, &c. Ishave already fully taken No- 
tice of what concerns this Ship, and I can »but recom- 
mend the fame Thing once more to your Attention, 
that in the Fifth Article of the Preliminaries, prece- 
ding what regards the Retreat of his Britannick Majetty’s 
Squadron from the Indies, there are exprefied the Words 
which I have already cited, viz. That the Ships which 
may have ‘been taken fhall be, bona fide, reftored with their 
Cargses 3 and that it is after this Claufe that it is faid, 
That the Galleons fhall_ have a Permiffion to came Home free- 
ly. tis a Condition fine qua non, and without the Ex- 
ecution of which, Admiral Hofier cannot (fo fir as he 
can prevent it) permit the Galleons to depart. This 
being a natural Interence, has been received equally by 
England and France, with whom his Britannick Majettyv 
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has concerted the Expediting of his Orders for the Cef 
fation of Hoftilities. And I cannot well comprehend why 
there fhould be an Explication given contrary to the Li- 
teral Senfe of the Preliminaries, which have no other 
View than to put an immediate Stop to the War, and to 
reftore every one to their Rights, in the fame Manner a8 
they enjoy’d them before the Rupture between their 
Catholick and Britannick Majefties ; that there might 
be laid before the future Congrefs, not fuch Points as 
are clear, and have been folidly eftablifhed by authen- 
tick Treaties, but only fuch as may be litigated, or 
are obfcure, or equivocal: And if there are in the a- 
bovefaid Fifth Article any Words which; by a torced 
Conftruftion, may feem to regard only the Emperor, 
and the Oftend Ships, it is eafy to fee that it is an E- 
quivocation, which is to be made ufe of to avoid coming 
to the defired Ead. The Terms of the Preliminaries 
are fhort, and eafy to be underftood, to prevent Affairs 
taking up toomuch Time. In the Fifth Article, the 
Interefts of his Catholick Majefty are mixed with thofe 
of his Imperial Majefty, though with one Diftinttion, 
which fays, That the Moment after the Articles jfhall be 
figned, a'l Hoftilities fhall ceafe, and with regard to Spain, 
Eight Days after the Preliminaries shall have been commn- 
nicated to him, and that the Offend Ships, which failed 
before the Ceffation, may freely return: This is for 
the Emperor. The Ships which may have been. taken, shall 
be, bona fide, reftored, with their Cargoes: And the Gal- 
leans may freelyreturn to Spain: This is for Spain. And 
the Confequence is juft, that it is in Virtue of the one 
that the other is to be effeted, as it is in Yirtue of the 
Ceffation of the Hoftilities, that the Oftend Ships may 
return Home, &c. 

I thought fit to lay all this before you as fuccinély 





as poflibly Icould, and fhall add to it one natural Re-, 


flection, which is, That if at prefent we find fuch 
great Dificulty upon plain Preliminaries, what may 
we not expest of thofe which may offer at the future 
Congrefs, where, very far from concluding any Thing, 
they will, without Doubt, fall into a Chaos, and into a 
greater Perplexity than we are in at prefent: But, in 
the mean Time, what I find more afflifting, is, that if 
his Catholick Majefty perfifts not to give up the Things 
in Queftion, I am afraid we fhall lofe the Benefit of 
the good Intentions of thofe who have been alwavs 
inclined for Peace, and that the Endeavours and par- 
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ticular Zeal with which the Cardinal de Fleury has 
exerted himfelf, to reconcile Affairs fo nice and diffie 
cult, will not have all the Succefs which he, and the 
refpective Powers, might from thence have promifed 
themfel ves. 

I defire you, Sir, that you would reprefent this to his 
Catholick Majefty, and endeavour to perfwade him to 
furmount the Difficulties which he himfelf has created. 
It is for the Intereft of all the Powers of Europe, to con- 
tribute refpeftively to facilitate every Thing in their 
Power, in order for fo General a Good as a Peace fo 
much defired ; the Preliminaries are the firft Founda- 
tion: If they take not Place, into what Confufion fhall 
we fall? Andafter having furmounted Obftacles which 
were thought infuperable, fhall fuch a great Work be 
rendered unfruitful ? Independently of the general In- 
tereft which all Parties have to preferve Union and 
Peace, tis in particular that of Spain, France and Eng- 
land, and that of their High Mightinefles, my Matters, 
to feek out Ways to eftablifh a Balance of Power in Eu- 
rope, which may fecure the Rights and Poffeflions of 
each Potentate. Nothing but the fpeedy holding of a 
Congrefs can conduce to this End: Is it poffible that his 
Catholick Majefty would retard the Effects by Delays ? 
I cannot perfwade myfelf of it; and I flatter myfelf 
ftill, that after thefe juft Reprefentations, his Catholick 
Majeity having figned the Preliminaries, will likewife 
confent to what is demanded of him, in Confequence of 
his Acceptance of them. i 

If you think, that his Catholick Majefty, having Re- 
gard to thefe Reprefentations, will enter into my Rea- 
fons, and will fend fuch Orders as I have demanded, 
and conformable to thofe of his Britannick Majefty ; in 
this Cafe; I fhall delay the difpatching my Courier ; 
but if his Catholick Majetty perfifts in the Refolution 
which you have notify’d tome, I defire you to have the 
Goodnefs to fend me a Permiflion to have Poft-Horfes, 
that I may difpatch him To-morrow, it being not pof- 
fible for meto delay it any longer. 

I defire you likewife, Sir, before I finifh my Letter, 
to remark, that in the 5th Article of the Preliminaries, 
it is faid, That if after their being figned, there Jhould hap- 
pen any Troubles or Hoftilities, which fhall occafion any Da- 
mage, the refpettive Powers Jhall, in Concert, caufe Repa- 
ration to be made for fuch Damages and Lofjes which the 
Parties may have fuffered, But as it may happen, (which 
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however, I hope, will not be the Cafe) that the Refu- 
fal.of his Catholick Majefty may occafion new Hoftili- 
lities, the fame cannot be imputed to England.

Some Days after, the King of Spain’s Secretary of State 
fent the following Letter to M. Vander-Meer. 


S71 R, 

AVING laid before the King the Inftance which 

your Excellency makes in your Office of the 2d of 
this Moth, in order to know whether there is, or is 
Not at prefent a Freedom of Trade with England, fince 
the Ceffation of Hoftilities has been publifhed in Cadiz 
and Bilboa; to the Intent that your Excellency may ac- 
quaint therewith the Britifh Mimifter, that fhall have 
remained at Paris; his Majefty has been pleafed to de- 
clare, that his Royal Intention is, That Englifh Ships 
be from this Inftant’ admitted freely to trade on all the 
Coafts and in all the Ports of Spain, in the fame Man- 
her, and with the fame Circumftances as were prattifed 
in Time of Peace ; and this his Majefty commands me 
to acquaint your Excellency with, that you may give 
Notice thereof where-ever you pleafe, and bear Tetti- 
mony of the Franknefs and good Faith with which his 
Majefty grants and anticipates all poflible Advantages 
to the Briti/fh Nation: And, your Excellency muft be 
affured, that to accomplith this, the proper Orders fhall 
be immediately given to all the Ports and Places necef- 
fary. I am, &e.

By the above Letter of M.Vander-Meer it>appears, 
that the Conftruétion of feveral of the Preliminary Ar- 
ticles was controverted by the King of Spain ‘and the 
Allies of Hanover; efpecially thofe-relating to the Ceffa- 
tion of Hoftilities, and the Reftitution of Ships taken on 
both Sides. The Spaniards infitted, That a meer temporary 
Sufpenfion of Arms did not imply an aétual Raifing of 
the Siege of Gibraltar, and that the Reftitution of the 
Ship Prince Frederick was not mentioned or included in 
them; whereas the Englifh demanded both by Virtue 
of thofe Articles: However, : after many Cavils and 
Delays, which had taken up feveral Months, the faid 
Preliminary Articles were figned at Madrid on the 24th 
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of February laft, by the Minifters of the Emperor, Eng- 
land, France, Spain, and the States General, fo that all the 
Difficulties which have hitherto retarded the Opening 
of the Congrefs are now entirely removed.

PROCEEDINGS of the Firft Sefion of the Seventh 
Parliament of Great Britain, /ummoned to meet at Wett- 
minfter the 28th of- November 1727, and from thence 
continued, by feveral Proragations, to the 23d of Ja- 
nuary 1724, in the Firft Year of the Reign of King 
GEORGE IL.

HE Parliament being met at Weftminfter the 224 

of anuary, his Majefty went. to the Houfe of 
Peers, and being in his Royal Robes feated on the 
Throne with the ufual Solemnity, Sir Charles Dalton, 
Gentleman-Ufher of the Black Rod, was fent with a 
Meffage to the Houfe of Commons, commanding their 
Attendance in the Houfe of Peers. The Commons be- 
ing come thither, his Majefty fignify’d his Pleafure to 
them by the Lord High Chancellor, that they fhould 
return to their Houfe and chufe their Speaker, and pre- 
fent him to his Majefty on Saturday the 27th, at One 
a-Clock. The Commons being returned accordingly, 
unanimoufly chofe Arthur Onflow, Efq; to be their 
Speaker : And on Saturday the 27th, the King being 
come again to the Houfe of Peers, and the Commons 
being fent for up, and attending, they prefented their 
Speaker for his Majefty’s Approbation. Hereupon Mr. 
Onflow, ina very handfome Speech, modefily endea- 
vour’d to difqualify himfelf: But his Excufes not be- 
ing admitted, the King approved the Choice the Com- 
mons had made of fo worthy, fo learned, and fo pub- 
lick-fpirited a Gentleman for their Speaker. After which 
his Majefty was pleafed to make the following moft Gra 
cious Speech to both Houfes, viz. 
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The King’s Speech to both Houfes of Parliament. 


My Lords and Gertlemei, 

T is a great Satisfaction to me, that at the Mecting 

the firft Parliament, fummoned and convened by mv 
Authoritv, Iam able to give you Hopes of feeing the 
Publick Peace and Tranquillity very foon reftored. I 
very much wifhed that the firft Period of my Reign 
might have been diftinguifhed by putting an immediate 
End to the Troubles and Diforders of Europe, by a Re- 
duétion of fome Part of my Forces, a Diminution of 
Taxes, and all the happy Confequences of an honour- 
able and eftablifhed Peace ; to which my Endeavours 
have in no Manner been wanting, as far as was conji{lent 
with maintaining the Poffeilions, Rights and Privileges 
of my Kingdom, and, I promife mene, not without 
great probability of Succels. 

Tam very fenfible of the difagreeable and uneafy Sé 
tuation in which our Affairs have been for fome Time, 
and have been extremely concerned to fee many of the 
Inconveniencies of a War attending us, without any Op. 
portunity of refenting the Injuries we fuftained, or 
gaining any of thofe Advantages in Return, which the 
vigorous Profecution of fo jut a Caufe, and the Succefs 
of our Arms, might probably have fecured to us. 

But you are fufficiently apprized, that Preliminary 
Articles for a general Pacification were fome Time ago 
figned, and accepted by the contra€ting Parties on both 
Sides ; and although the Ratifications of them had been 
exchanged by me, and my Allies, with his Imperial 
Majefty, the good EffeSts expected from them, were re- 
tarded by the Refufal on the Part of Spain, to execute 
fome of the moft material Points contained in them, 
and by Endeavours to alter and explain fome Articles, 
in fuch a Manner, «as immediately affected the Poffef- 
fions and the juft Rights of my Kingdoms. I there- 
fore, joyntly with mv Allies, declined exchanging the 
Ratifications of the Preliminaries with the Court of 
Spain, and reje€ted all fuch Propofitions, as were detri- 
mental and injurious to my Honour, and the Intereit 
of my People. 

By thefe Means, the Negotiations were unavoidably 
carried into a tedious Length, which I endured with 
the greater Patience, from an earneft Defire to procure 
to my Subjetts a fafe and honourable Peace, and to fee 
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the Tranquillity of Europe preferved and fettled upon a 
folid and lafting Foundation: During which Time, 2? 
received from the moft Chriftian King, and the States 
General, the greateit Proofs of their Sincerity, and a 
Renewal. of the flrongeft Affurances imaginable, that 
they would effeQtuajly make gvod all their Engagements 
in. Support of the Common Caufe, and of our mutyal 
Interefts. And Iam very glad, that I canacquaint you, 
that our joint Endeavours have had fo good an Effegt, 
that by the laft Advices from Abroad, I have great Rea- 
fon to hope, that the Difficulties, which have hitherto 
retarded the Execution of the Preliminaries, and the 
Opening of the Congrefs, will foon be entirely ree 
moved. 

However, it will in the mean Time be abfolutely 
neceffary to continue, asour Allies have already 1efol- 
ved to do, the Preparations which have hitherto been our 
Security, and prevented an open Rupture in Europe, 
that we may not at once Jofe all the Advantages, which 
our former Expences and Vigour have fo nearly procu- 
red, by not being in a Condition, if that Neceflity 
fhould unexpeftedly be brought upon us, to vindicate 
our Honour, and affert our Rights. And you may de- 
pend upon it, that mv firft Care fhail be to reduce, from 
Time to Time, the Expence of the Publick, as often, 
and as foon as the Intereft and Safety of my People will 
permit it. 

The Preliminary Articles, and fuch other Treaties 
and Conventions, as have not yet been communicated to 
Parliamaent, and which may, without manifeit Preju- 
dice, be expofed to publick View, hall be laid before 
you. 





Gentlemen of the Houfeof Commons, 

I have given Orders to the proper Officers to prepare 
and lay before you Eftimates of the Expences for the 
Service of the current. Year ;. and you may be affured, 
that the Supplies which I find myfelf obliged to demand 
of you, fhall as certainly, as they do exceed my Withes 
and Incliaations, be employ’d folely for the Intereft and 
Security of the Nation. And I make no doubt, but 
that if any Method can be found out for. raifiag the ne- 
ceflary Supplies, lefs grievous to my People than anp- 
ther, That will have.the Preference in all your Deli- 
berations. . eR NE 

I think myfelf obliged to recommend to you a Con- 
fileration pf the greateltImportance, and J faould look 
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upon it as a great Happinefs, if, at the Beginning of 
my Reign, I could fee the Foundation laid of fo greit 
and neceflary a Work, as the Increafe and Encourage. 
nient of our Scamen in genetal, that they may be in. 
vited, rather than compelled by Force and Violence, to 
enter into the Service ot their Country, as often as Oc- 
cafion fhall require it: A Confideration worthy of the 
Reprefentatives of a People great and flourifhing in 
‘Trade and Navigation. 

This leads me to mention to vou the Cafe of Green. 
wich Hofpital, that Care may be taken by fome Addi. 
tion to that Fund, to render comfortable and effectual 
that charitable Provifion for the Support and Maintenance 
_of our Seamen, worn out and become decrepit by Age 
and Infirmities in the Service of their Country. 

My Lords aud Gentlemen, 

AsT have great Hopes that a general Pacification will 
‘be now obtained by a fpeedy Execution of the Preli- 
minaries, I am fatisfy’d, that nothing will more effe- 
@tually contribute to, and fecure this defirable End, than 
fuch an Unanimity, Zeal, and Difpatch of the Publick 
Bufinefs in this Parliament, as may convince the World, 
that none among you are capable, out of any Views ot 
Confiderations whatfoever, to wifh the Diftrefs of their 
‘Country, or to give an Occafion, from the Profpeé of 
Difficulties that may arife, and be fomented here at 
Home, to interrupt or difappoint our prefent promifing 
Expeftations: This it is in your Power to defeat, and 
this I depend upon from your known Zeal and A ffeétion 
tomy Perfon and Government, and your hearty Con- 
cérn for the Intereft and Welfare of my People. 





The King being withdrawn, the Lords unanimoufly 
‘voted an Addrefs of Thanks and Congratulation to his 
Majefty ; which being immediately drawn up, and, on 
‘Monday the 29th, reported and approved, was the fame 
Day prefented to his Majefty, as tollows:

Moft Gracious Sovereign, ' 
W* your Majefty’s moft dutiful and loyal Subjetts, 
the Lords Spiritual and Temporal in Parliament 
affembled, beg Leave to return your Majefty the hums

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on the great Hopes you have been pleafed to communi- 
cate tous, of feeing the Publick Peace and Tranquil- 
lity very foon reftored. 

Thefe, we muft humbly acknowledge, are the happy 
Confequences of that Spirit and Refolution, with which 
your Majefty has afferted your Rights as Sovereign of 
this Kingdom, tempered with a noble Self-denial of all 
the Succefs and Glory that might attend your Majeity’s 
Arms, in the Profecution of a juft and nectflary War, 
when put in Balance with the Eafe, Quiet, and Pro- 
fperity of your Subje&ts. It is a Difpofition of Mind 
truly great in your Majefty, a Prince fo early initiated 
in the Art of War, and formed by Nature for the 
greateft Military Atchievements, to chufe rather to pro- 
cure Peace for your Subjetts, than to lead them to V igto- 
ries, and to adorn your Reign with the fincere and grate- 
ful Acclamations of a happy People, rather than the 
Splendor of Triumphs. 

Your Majefty’s tender and indulgent Care for the 
Welfare of your Kingdom, has induced you to exprefs 
fo kind and affe&tionate a Concern for the late difagree- 
able Situation of Affairs, though occafioned by mere 
Necefity, which no human Prhdence could have pre- 
vented ; but whatever Inconveniences have happened, 
they fall light upon us, when we obferve, that your 
Majefty, as a true Father of your Country, feels every 
Uneafinefs your Subjects fuffer: And as your Majefty 
has faftly rejected all Propofitions, that were detrimen- 
tal and injurious to your Honour, and the Intereft of 
your People, we cannot doubt but your Majefty’s En- 
deavours, in Conjunétion with your Allies, to put an 
End to the Troubles and Diforders of Europe, will foon 
have the defired Succefs, 

The Nature of fuch Negotiations could not but car- 
ry them into that Length your Majefty is gracioufly 
pleafed to regret, and the Patience your Majefty has had, 
folely from an earneft Defire to procure to your Subjests 
a fafe and honourable Peace, muft, in Duty and Grati- 
tude animate the whole Nation with the moft fteady 
Zeal to exert itfelf in vindicating your Majefty’s Ho- 
nour, and defending the Rights of your Crown, if, con- 
trary to Expe&tation, the Day fhould come, when the 
Safety of your People fhall require ftronger Remedies 
than Negotiations ; we fhall moft chearfully, in that 
Cafe, under God, depend upon your Majefty’s Valour 
and Condu&. 
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We therefore humbly concur in Opinion with your 
Majetty, of the abfolute Neceflity of Supporting your 
Allies, and promoting the mutual Fidelity, which we, 
with the greateft Satisfa€tion, obferve between your Ma 
jefty andthem, by continuing the Preparations that have 
brought us to fo near a Profpeét of Peace, that your Ma- 
jefty, however unwilling, may not be unable to defend 
by Force thofe Rights we are perfwaded will be main. 
tained by amicable Meafures. 

_ The gracious Affurances from your Majefty of your 
Wefire to reduce the Publick Expence, and the full 
Conviétion we have, that it will be maniged with the 
utmoft Care and Frugality, lay the greateft Obligations 
upon us, to do all in our Power to fupport the pru- 
dent and neceflury Mesfures your Majefty fo fleadily per- 
feverés in, for the eftablithing a folid and lafting Peace. 

Your Majeftv’s Condefcenfton in acquainting your Par- 
liament, that the Preliminary Articles, and fuch other 
Treaties and Conventions, which, without manifeft Pre- 
judice, may beexpofed to Publick View, fhall be laid 
before us, is anticipating all we could reafonably ask of 
your Majetty in the prefent Conjunéture. 

We have a frefh Inftance of your Majefty’s early Ap- 
flicatton to profecute the real Intereft and peculiar Ad. 
vantage of this Kingdom, by your being gracioufly 
pleafed to recommend to us fo important a Work, as that 
of the Increafe and Encouragement of our Seamen. The 
Weight which the Nival Force of Great Britain has fa. 
Tately and vifibly had, in afferting the Honour of your 
Majefty’s Crown, and the Rights and Poffeffions of our 
Country, is too lively upon our Minds, for us not to 
enter with the greateft Willingnefs on a Deliberation 
fo ufeful and neceifary, that they may be invited into 
the Service, by Means more fuitable to the known Hu- 
manity and Tendernefs of the Prince they are to ferve, 
and to thofe Liberties they are to enjoy as well as de- 
fend, than the Methods, hitherto ufed, of Compulfion. 

We cannot. give better Proofs of our Duty te your. 
Majeily, and Love of our Courtry, than by our Unani« 
mity, Zeal, and Difpatch of the Publick Bufinefs; and 
we hope this Parliament will convince the World, that 
none of your Subjeéts are fo weary of their own Hap- 
pus, as out of Envy or Malice to with a publick Di- 

refs, or to foment Difficulties at Home, in order to ins 
terrupt our prefent promifing Expeftations: We fhould 
look on fuch as Incendiaries, unworthy of the Name 
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of Britons; they would be detefted at Home, and de- 
fpifed Abroad, even by thofe whofe Caufe they would 
ferve. The juft Indignation fuch an ‘unnatural Temper 
would raife in the Hearts of all your faithful Subjetts, 
would neceffarily incite them to the greater Zeat for 
your Majetty’s Service, and Suppott of your Government, 
upon which our happy Profpett of Peace and Profperity 
does depend : And as we are deeply fenfible of the Hap- 
pinefs we enjoy under the bett of Governitients, admi- 
niflered by the beft of Kings, we will thew that we 
know how to fet a juft Value on thofe Bleffings, by ad- 
mhitting no other Contention aniongft us, but who fhall 
be moit aftive add zealous in preferving thet, and in 
promoting the publick Felicity, by rendering yout Ma- 
jelly’s Reign as eafy and glorious to yourfelf, as it is 
happy and advantageous to your People.

The next Day, (February 1) the Lord Hervey, from 
the Committee appointed to draw up the Addrefs to be 
prefented to his Majefty, reported the fame, which be- 
ing agrecd to, was on Friday the 2d of February, pre- 
fented, by the whole Houfe, to his Majefty, as follows :

We are fenfible of the unwearied and uninterrupted 
Care with which your Majefty, ever fince we have en- 
joyed the Bleffings of your Reign, has laboured, to put 
sn End to the Difputes, and reftore the Tranquillity of 
Europe; the Defire you have had to free your People 
from all the Burthens occafioned by impending War, 
and to procure to them all the happy Confequences of 
a fafe, honourable, and eftablifhed Peace; and we think 
it as impoflible that any Difficulties fhould arife, to 
prevent us feeling the good Effetts to be expefted from 
your Prudence, as it is for any Event to muke us for- 
get the Marks we have already received of your Af- 
feftion, 

The Firmnefs your Majefty has fhewn, in abfolutely 
refufing to admit of any Explanations of the Prelimi- 
naries, derogatory to the Honour, or prejudicial to the 
Intereft of this Nation, we feel more fenfibly ; as we 
think ’tis equally for your Majefty’s Glory and our Hap 
pinefs, to have it appear to the whole World, that the 
Care of your People is a Confideration fo much Supe- 
tior to every other, in fixing your Majefty’s Refolu- 
tions, that not even One fo important as the Peace of 

3 all 
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all Europe could induce yoy to fubmir to the Demands 
ef others, or recede from your own in any Point, where 
our Poffefions were invaded, our Interest ftruck at, or 
our Privileges difputed. 

And fince this Stand, which your Majefty, in Juftice 
to yourfelf, and Regard to your People, thought fit to 
make, has not broke off the Accommodation, but only 
xetarded it for our Advantage; we beg Leave to Con. 
gratulate your Majetty upon the near Profpett of that 
Succefs in your Negotiations, which cinnot more effe- 
ually fulfil our Withes, as the Earneft of our Profpe- 
rity, than it anfwers our Expe€tations in demonftrating 
your Wifilom, 

But in Cafe your Majefty’s Expeftations of feeing 
the publick Peace and Tranquillity foon reflor’d, should 
fil) be difappointed ; that your People may no longer 
continue in that Uncertainty, in which the Policy of 
ethers may endeavour to keep us; and that we may be 
in a Condition to do ourfelves Juftice, fhould that Ne, 
cefity unexpestedly be brought upon us, we are deter: 
mired, out of Regard to our own Intereft, as well as that 
we fhall ever pay to your Majefty’s Honour, moft ef- 
feftually to enable you to do yourfelf Right, and to af- 
fert and to maintain all the Poffeflions, Advantages, and 
Privileges of your People. 

Whatever Supplies, therefore, may be wanted for the 
Service of the current Year, your Commons will, with 
the utmoft Chearfulnefs and Unanimity grant ; being 
affured no Aid will ewer be demanded by your Majefty 
of your Subjefts, but what you judge abfolutely necef 
fary for their own Intereft and Security.

your Mijefty’s Prudence, Caution, Abilities and Ex- 
perience, join’d to the Affiltance of your Parliament, 
the Firmnefs of your Allies, and the Bravery of your 
People, will not eafily difpel. 

It is the indifpenfable Duty of thofe who have a 
jutt Senfe of the great Importance of the Trade and 
Navigation of this Kingdom, to provide proper En- 
couragements for our Seamens and common Juftice 
requires that we fhould take a Compaffionate Care of 
thofe, who by Misfortunes, in their brave and faithful 
Services to their Country, are become equally inca- 
pable of continuing thofe Services, or providing for 
themfelves: We beg Leave therefore to affure your 
Majelty, that we will take this Matter into our Con- 
fideration, and on this, as well as every other Occa- 
fion, pay the Deference and Regard due to your Ma- 
jefty’s moft Gracious Recommendation. 

If there are any fo ill informed of the fleady Af 
fef&tion of your Commons, as vainly to place their 
Hopes on any Difputes or Differences that might a- 
rife amongft us, we are determined, by a hearty, zea- 
lous and general Concurrence in all our Deliberations, 
for your Majetty’s Intereft and the Publick Welfare, 
effetually to difappoint fuch ill-grounded Expeéta- 
tions; and we are fatisfy’d we cannot give better Evi- 
dence of our Love to our Country, than by conftant 
Demonftrations of our Duty to the Beft of Kings =: 
And as your Majefty’s Endeavours have been, and 
(we are perfwaded) ever will be, to preferveus a Free, 
and eftablifh us a Happy People, fo we fhould think 
our felves undeferving all the Benefits and Bleflings 
of your Reign, were it poflible we could ever be want- 
ing in the leaft Point, on our Part, to make it as 
Great, Happy and Glorious, as that of any of your 
Royal Predeceffors.

This Anfwer was fo agreeable and acceptable to the 
Commons, that Mr. Speaker having the next Day (Fed. 2.) 
reported the fame to the Houfe, it was unanimoufly re- 
folved to return the moft humble Thanks of the Houfe 
to His Majefty, for it, by another Addrefs. 

On the fame Day having taken his Majefty’s moft 
Gracious Speech into Confideration, Sir Charles Turner 
made a Motion that a Supply be granted to his Ma- 
jefty, which the next Day, February 3. pafs’d into a 
Refolution, and on Monday the 5th, was reported, and 
unanimoufly agreed to by the Houfe, This done, the 
Commons order’d feveral Eftimates, Accounts, Lifls, 
and other Papers, to be laid before them, viz.

On Tuefday the 6th of February, fome of the Commif- 
fioners of the Cuftoms laid before the Commons, pur- 
fuant to feveral A&ts of Parliament, feveral Accounts of 
prohibited Eaft-India Goods, &c. After which Mr. Pel- 
ham, Secretary at War, prcfented to the Houfe feveral

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Eftimates, relating to the Land-Forces, that had been 
call’d for the Day before 3 as alfo, by his Majetty’s 
Command, An Effimate of the Charge of 2224. Hur/e, 
1836 Dragoons, and 8034 Foot, of the Troops of his Hizh- 
nefs the Landgrave of Hefle-Caflel, for the Year 1728. 
The fame Day Mr. Cockburn, one of the Lords of the 
Admiralty, prefented alfo.to the Houfe, the ordinary 
Eftimate of his Majefty’s Navy. , 

On Wedne/day the 7th of February, the Commons, in 
a Committee of the whole Houfe, confidered of the Sup- 
ply, and unanimoufly refolved, ff, That 15000 Men 
be employed for the Sea-Service, for the Year 1728, be- 
ginning fromthe rft Day of Sfanuary 1727. 2dly, That 
the Sum of 4 Pounds per Man per Month, be allowed for 
maintaining the faid 15000 Men, for 13 Months, in- 
cluding the Ordnance for Sea-Service. 3dly, That the 
Sum of 205,561 2. 14.8. 9 d. be granted to his Majefty 
for the Ordinary of the Navy (including Half-pay for 
Sea-Officers) for the Year 1728. Which Refolutions 
being the next Day, (February 8) reported, were agreed 
to by the Houfe. 

On Friday the 9th of February, the Commons refolved 
to addrefs his Majeity, for an Eitimate of what may be 
neceffary for repairing and rebuilding his Majetty’s 
Ships, and for the Repairs of his Majefty’s Docks, for 
the Year 1728. After which, in a Committee of the 
whole Houfe, on the Supply, they confidered of the 
Eftimate of the Charge of the Guards, Garrifons, and 
other his Majefty’s Land-Forces in Great Britain, for the 
Year 1728.

9 d. be granted 
for defraying the Charge of the faid 22955 Effective 
Men, Gc. Thefe Refolutions being, the next Day, re- 
ported were agreed to by the Houfe. After which, the 
Commons, in a Grand Committee, confidered of Ways 
and Means to raife the Supply, and refolved, That the 
Duties or Malt, Mum, Cyder, and Perry, &c. be conti- 
nued from the 23d Day of “une 1728, to the 24th Day 
of June 1729. This Refolution being reported on Mon- 
day the 12th of February, wus agreed to, and a Bill or- 
dered to be brought in thereupon. The fame Day, the 
Commons, in a Grand Committee, confidered further of

Thefe Papers were ordered to lie on the Table, to be 
perufed by the Members of the Houfe, who on Wedne/- 
day the 14th of February, went into a Grand Committee 
onthe Supply, and confider’d of the Eftimate of the 
Charge of 2224 Horfe, 1836 Dragoons, and 8024 Foot 
of the Troops of the Landgrave of Hefft-CafJil, for the 
Year 1728. And a Motion being made, that the Sum 
of 2309237. 145. 84. be granted for the fuid Charge, 
the fame occafion’d a great Debate, wherein Mr. Hora- 
tio Walpole made a long elaborate Speech, fetting forth 
the State of Affairs in Furope for fume Years patt, and 
endeavouring to fhew, the abfolute Neceflity of keeping 
up all our Forces till the End of the prefent Negotia- 
tions, particularly the 12000 Men, which, by the Trea- 
tv of Hanover, Great britain ftood engaged to furnifh. 
He was anfwer’d by Mr. Daniel Pulteney, Sir William 
Wyndaam, Sir Wilfrid Lawfon, and Sir Fohn Bramftone, 
who objeéted, That by the f:id Treaty, the contraéting 
Parties were not obliged to furnifh the Succours ftipu- 
Jated therein, but within two Months after Requifition 3 
and that, even in fuch a Cafe, Great Britain was only to 
furnifh Men of War, or Tranfport Ships, or even Sub- 
fidies ol Money, at the Choice of the Party requiring 
the faid Succours. To this Mr. Walpole reply’d, That 
the lite King, of glorious Memory, in his great Wif- 
fom, had thought fit to provide betimes the faid ae 
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of 12000 Men, in order to obtain the Ends of the Trea- 
ty of Hanover ; that with this View, a Convention was 
made with the Landgrave of Heffe-Cajfél, whofe Troops 
were the moft ready at Hand for that Purpofe, and much 
Cheaper than the raifing and maintaining National 
Troops; that the Neceflity of making this Convention 
was the greater, by Reafon of an unforefeen Difappoint- 
ment from one of the contra&ting Parties in the fore- 
mention’d Alliance; that Time had fhewn, that the 
taking the faid 12000 Men into his Majefty’s Service, 
was a wife and neceffary Precaution, fince they had hi. 
therto prevented the Kindling of a War in Germany; 
and that as the fame Reafons, for which they were taken 
into Pay, ftill fubfifted, it was Prudence, and abfolutely 
neceflary, to continue that Expence till the intended 
Congrefs at Cambray was over. Thefe Reafons carried 
fo great a Weight, that the Queftion being put upon the 
Motion abovementioned, it was’ carried in the Atfirma- 
tive by a Majority of 280 Votes againft 84. It was 
obferved, that Sir Rodert Walpole did not think it ne 
ceffary to fpeak in this Debate; and that Mr. V——— 
P > from whom the main Oppofition was expett- 
ed, was not in the Houfe. 

The next Day, (February 15) Sir Charles Turner re- 
ported the faid Refolution of granting the Sum of 
2309231. 11s. 8d. for the Expence of 12000 Heffians 
for the Service of the Year 1728, which was agreed to 
by the Houfe. The fame Day, in a Grand Committee, 
the Commons went through the Bill for continuing the 
Malt-Tax, and added to it a Cjaufe of Credit, and made 
feveral other Amendments; which being the next Day 
reported, were agreed to by the Houfe, and the faid Bill 
erdered to be engroffed. 

The fame Day, (February 16) Mr. Chocke, from the 
Exchequer, prefented to the Houfe, an Account of fuch 
of the National Debts, incurred before the 25th of De- 
cember 1716, as are redeemable by Parliament, with the 
Intereft or Annuity attending the fame, and when the 
fame are redeemable ; and alfo, an Account of the Mo- 
nies paid intothe Exchequer, arifen upon the Duties on 
Coals and Culm (continued by an A& of the 5th Year 
of his late Majefty’s Reign, for building new Churches, 
and for the Supply of that Year) from the 29th Day 
of September 1720, to the 29th Day of September 1727, 
diftinguifhing each Year ; and alfo, an Account of the 
prefent Annual and other Charges thereupon, = 
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Mr. Frecker, from the Treafury, prefented to the Houfe, 
an Account, fhewing how the Money given for the Ser- 
vice of the Year 1727 hath been difpofed of, diitinguifh- 
ed under the feveral Heads, until the 11th Day of Fe- 
bruary 1727, with the Deficiency thereupon. 

The next Day, (February 17) the Commons read the 
third Time, and paffed the Malt-Tax Bill, which was 
fent up to the Lords. 

On Monday the 1gth, Mr. Cockburn prefented to the 
Houfe, a Bill for encouraging Seamen, who shall enter vo- 
luntarily into his Majefty’s Service, which was read the 
firft Time, and ordered to be read a fecond. After 
which it was refolved, to addrefs his Majefty for a par- 
ticular and diftin€&t Account of the Diftribution of the 
Sum of 250,0002. which (in an Account laid before 
this Houfe, fhewing how the Money given for the Year 
1727 has been difpofed of) is charged to have been if- 
fued for other Expences and Engagements, over and 
above fuch as are therein particularly fpecified for fe- 
curing the Trade and Navigation of this Kingdom, and 
preferving and reftoring the Peace of Europe; and of 
the Time or Times when the faid Sum of 250,000/. was 
iffued and diftributed. After this, in a Grand Com- 
mittee on the Supply, it was refolved to grant, 

ft, The Sum of 50,000/. for one Year’s Subfidy to 
the King of Sweden. 

2dly, The Sum of 25,0007. for one Year’s Subfidy to 
the Duke of Brunf/wick-Lunenburgh-Wolfenbuttel. 

3dly, TheSum of 117,442/. 14s. 3d. for the Charge 
of the Office of Ordnance for Land-Service, for the 
Year 1728. 

4thly, The Sum of 80,2611. 9s. 34. for defraying 
the Extraordinary Expence of Ordnance Stores fent to 
Gibraltar, Port-Mahon, and additional Arms delivered ta 
the Forces, for the Year 1727, and not provided for by 
Parliament. 

sthly, The Sum of 279,3607. 1s. 1d. to make good 
the Deficiency of the Grants for the Service of the Year 
1727. 

Which Refolutions being the next Day, (February 20) 
reported, were agreed to. 

The fame Day was held a General Court of the Bank 
of England, when Humphry Morice, Efq; their Governor, 
acquainted them, That in Confequence of a Motion 
made Jaft Week in the Houfe of Commons, the Court of 
Direétors had received a Propofiticn from the Secretary 
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to the Lords of the Treafury, which if they pleafed 
fhould be read to them; andthe fame was read over acs 
cordingly, and the Sum of it was, That the Bank 
might advance 1,750,000 /. for the Purchafe of 70,000 1, 
per Ann. of the Duty upon Coals, to be converted into 
Annuities at the Rate ot 4 per Cent. per Ann, redeemable 
by Parliament ; and that the Bank be empowered to fell 
or difpofe of thofe Annuities, at fuch Times and Pro. 
portions as they fhall judge proper : And that the Sinking 
Fund thall be applied to pay off One Million at the Bank, 

After this the Governor declared to the Court, That it 
was the Opinion of their Dire&tors, that the Company 
might fafely purchafe, upon the Foot of this Propofal, 
And no Debate arifing thereupon, it was moved, [hat 
the Court of Direttors de empowered to agree to the Propo- 
fition laid before the Court, in fuch Manner as they fheuld 
guage to be for the Intereft of the Company. Which Que: 
ftion being put, it was carried inthe Affirmative, Ne 
mine Contradicente. 

The next Day, (February 21) the Commons, ina 
Grand Committee, confidered further of the Supply, and 
came to the following Refolutions, viz. 

1ft, To grant the Sum of goooo/. to fatisfy and dif: 
charge the feveral Principal Sums due on the Regifter 
for Loans at the Exchequer, in Purfuance of an AG of 
the Fifth Year of the Reign of his late Majefty King 
George I. 

2dly, The Sum of 103,140/7. to fatisfy and difcharge 
fo much of the Sum of 360,090 /. granted by the above- 
mentioned Att, fur the Buildings of New Churches, and 
other purpofes, as has not been raifed by Loans, or 
otherwife. 

3dly, The Sum of 435,625 /. to redeem the Annuity 
of 17,384/. 4.5. payable to the South-Sea Company, in 
refpe&t of the like Sum fubfcribed into their Stock, Part 
of the principal Sum of 500,000 /. payable on the Be- 
nefit Tickets in the Lottery eftablifhed by the faid A& 
ef the Fifth Year of the Reign of his late Majefty King 
George I. charged on the faid Duties on Coals and Culm, 

4thly. The Sum of 338.850 /. to difcharge and cancel 
the feveral Exchequer Bills made forth Pin urfuance of 
an A&tof Parliament, made in the Thirteenth Year of 
his late Majefty King George I. Gc. 

The Lords having that Day, (Fedruary 21) fent a Mef- 
fage to inform the Commons, that they had agreed to 





the Mait-Tax Bill; the King came, in the Afternoon, 
to 
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to the Houfe of Peers, with the ufual State and Solem- 
nity, and the Commons being fent for up, and attend- 
ing, his Majefty gave the Royal Affent to the faid Ac, 
for continuing the Duties upon Malt, Mum, Cyder, and 
Perry, in that Part of Great Britain called England ; and 
for granting to his Majefty certain Duties upon Malt, Mum, 
Cyder, and Perry, in that Part of Great Britain called 
Scotland, for the Service of the Year 1728, and for making 
good the Deficiency of alate Malt Att. ~ 

On Thurf{day (February 22) Sir Charles Turner reported 
the abovementioned Refolutions on the Supply, which 
being agreed to, the Commons, in a Grand Committee, 
took into Confideration the Petition of the Right Hon. 
the Lord William Powlett, one of the Tellers of his Ma- 
jefty’s Exchequer, touching a Robbery committed in his 
Office, in February 1724, of the Sum of atgt/. 145. 6d, 
which Petition was, the Day before, prefented to the 
Houfe, recommended with a Declaration, That his Cafe 
having been laid before his Majefty, his Majefty gave his 
Confent, that the Houfe might do therein as they judged 
fit. After the Reading of the faid Petition, and the Ex- 
atnining feveral Witneffes, who fully proved the Allega- 
tions thereof, Mr. Speaker refumed the Chair, and Sir 
William Yonge, purfuant to a Direftion from the faid 





Committee, moved, and it was ordered accordingly, That 
a Bill be brought in for Relief of the Right Hon. the 
Lord William Powlett, (one of the Tellers of his Maje- 
fty’s epee as toa Sumof 4191t/. 14s. 6d. ftolen 


out of the Cafh-Room belonging to his Office. 

On Friday the 23d of Feéruary, the Commons, in a 
Committee on Ways and Means to raife the Supply, came 
to feveral Refolutions, the Report whereof was ordered 
to be made on the Monday next following, (Feb. 26) to 
which Day the Houfe adjourn’d. 

The fame Day was held at Guildhall, in this 
City, a Court of Common Council, wherein it was 
refolved, to prefent a Petition to the Parliament, touch- 
ing the Duty on Coals ; and a Committee of four Alder- 
men and eight Cotamoners was appointed to draw up 
the faid Petition. 

Accordingly, on Monday the 26th, on¢ of the Sheriffs 
of the City, prefented to the Houfe of Commons, a Pe- 
tition of the Lord Mayor, Aldermen and Commons of 
the City of Londén, in Common Council affembled, al- 
ledging, That the Duties already laid upon Coals and Culm 
imported into the Port of London only affeét their Trade, 
and the Inequality of the Burthen thereof is a great Di/cou-

agement to the Manufactures, as well as an Hardfhip upon 
the whole trading People in and about the Gity of London ; 
and praying the Confideration of the Houfe, and fuch Relief 
as to the Houfe fhall feem meet. But, after a fmall De. 
bate, a Motion being made, and the Queftion put, that 
the faid Petition be reje&ted, it was carry’d in the Affr. 
mative, by a Majority of 214 Voices againft 92. 

Then Sir Charles Turner reported the faid Refolutions, 
which, in Subftance, are as follows, viz. 

ft, That 1,750,000 /. be raifed by Grant or Sale to 
the Bank of England, of Annuities not exceeding 70,0001, 

Ann. being after the Rate of 4/. per Cent. per Ann, 
redeemable by Parliament, to commence from the 24th 
of Fune 1728, and to be charged on the Duties on Coals 
and Culm. 

2dly, That out of the Surpluffes, Exceffes, or Over- 
plus Monies, commonly called the Sinking Fund, there 
be iffued and applied the Sum of 65,395 /. to the South- 
Sea Company, which,together with the Sum of 434,605 /. 
granted to his Majefty, for redeeming an Annuity of 
17,3341. 4s. payable to the faid Company out of the 
Duties on Coals and Culm, will compleat a Sum of 
500,000 /. to be paid to the faid Company, for redeeming 
a proportionable Part of their Annuities, purfuant to 
an A&tof the oth Year of the Reign of his late Majefty 
King George I. 

3dly, That the Monies arifing into the Exchequer from 
‘the Sinking Fund, be further applied to pay to the Bank 
of England the Sum of One Million, Part of the princi- 
pal Sum of 1,775,027/. 17s. 10d. due to them for Ex- 
chequer Bills cancelled, &c. and for redeeming a pro- 
portionable Part of the Annuity attending thereon. 

4thly, That three Shillings in the Pound be raifed in 
the Year 1728, upon Lands, Tenements, Hereditaments, 
Penfions, Offices, Perfonal Eftates, 3c. 

The firft of thefe Refolutions being read a fecond 
Time, and a Motion being made, and the Queftion put, 
That the faid Refolution be recommitted, it paffed in the 
Negative: After which the faid Refolution was, upon 
the Queftion put thereupon, agreed to by the Houfe: 
As were alfo the Refidue of the faid Refolutions; and 
Bills were ordered to be brought in upon the fame. 

Thus, in lefs than three Weeks, the whole SUPPLY 
for the Year 1728, demanded on the Part of his Majefty, 
and amounting to near four Millione Sterling, was voted, 
and Ways and Means found to raife the fame.. The par-
